This amendment corrects the dependencies of several claims which were 
dependent on claims that have now been cancelled. No new matter is added.

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The claims have been amended to limit the upper bound of the concentration of 
terephthalic acid or salt to 0.05% by weight, to limit the inorganic phosphorus acid to 
phosphoric or phosphorous acid, and to limit the aliphatic phosphorus ester to dialkyl 
hydrogen phosphite. These amended claims are now commensurate in scope with the 
data submitted in the decalarations of Tipton and Waters dated 1/3/07 and 8/23/07 
respectively. These declarations demonstrate that the compositions formed by a 
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method including premixing step, as recited in the amended claims, differ from those 
prepared without a premixing step, and that compositions formed by the method recited 
in the claims have unexpected advantages.
